Four-year-old Shirley Hodgkinson woke her father 
from an afternoon nap at their Black Point home yester­ 
day with the cry, “Daddy! There's something wrong in 
sissy’s room!” 


Joseph Hodgkinson Jr., an unemployed construction 
worker, awoke to see smoke and flames pouring from 
the room of his daughters Mur- 
iel, 15, and Alice, 13, both of 
whom were at school. 
He grabbed the telephone 
and shouted to the operator, 
“ Send the fire truck to Black 
Point.” Then he picked up Shir­ 
ley and ran from the house. 
His hair and eyebrows were 
singed by the rapidly advanc­ 
ing flames. 
HUGS GIRL 
Hugging Shirley afterward, 
he declared, “She saved my 
life.” 
Little else was saved. The i

Guantanamo Bay Cactus Curtain' Getting More Thorns 


GUANTANAMO BAY, Cuba 
TO— Cuba has started acting 
tough around this sprawling 
U.S. 
naval 
base 
in 
recent 
weeks. But the Americans are 
not worried. 
In the view of Guantanamo’s ! 
commander, Adm. Edward J. j 
O’Donnell, there appears to be j 
no immediate threat to the 
U.S. position. 
Nevertheless, a new look has 


sprung up outside the 24-mile-1 
long fence that separates the 
base from the rest of Cuba. | 
There are new Cuban troops. 
newr roads, and even a “cactus 
curtain.” 
The new' soldiers are equip­ 
ped with Belgian-made rifles 
and Russian steel helmets, a 
far cry from the ordinary mi­ 
litia men who up until recently 
had been on duty around Guan-

ianamo Bay. 
All of the new men are reg­ 
ular soldiers. They number at 
least several hundred in the

It grows more outward than | 
upward, and spreads about five 
yards or more from the seven- 
foot-high steel fence erected by 
the U.S. Navy. Anyone wanting 
to climb in or out of the base 


would have to wade through 
the maya and suffer its sting. 
Without extremely heavy pro­ 
tective clothing, a person w ould 
not go very far. 


0 Donnell said he had no 
specific theory about the new 
Cuban security measures. The 
maya and the cleared areas 
keep people away from the 
fence, he said, and the new 
roads provide greater accessi­ 
bility to the entire area.

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Douglas Aircraft 


Denies Excessive 


Profit From Army 


WASHINGTON W —Officials 
of the Douglas A i r c r a f t Co. 
have bitterly denied they reap­ 
ed excessive profits from the 
Army on Nike missile con­ 
tracts. 


Donald W. Douglas Jr., the ! 
company’s president, accused, 
aides of a Senate Investigations 
subcommittee yesterday of ma-1 
nipulating figures to picture 
profits as too high. 


“ The numbers are accurate, 
but nobody puts their numbers 
together that way,” Douglas 
said in challenging documents 
prepared by the subcommittee 
staff. These purported to show 
that Douglas Aircraft’s profits 
on 17 Nike contracts in 1952-61 
totaled 45.58 million dollars 
but that subcontractors d i d 
most of the work. 


Robert E. Dunne, staff inves­ 
tigator, said this was equivalent 
to a 44.3 per cent profit on the 
portions of the contracts per- 


formed by Douglas at its own 
plants. 
Dunne said the profits, fig­ 
ures against the work done by 
Douglas and its subcontractors 
combined, would be 7.6 per 
cent on the 17 contracts total­ 
ing 952.74 million dollars for 
producing various components 
of the Nike missile system. 
Douglas, armed with stacks 
of charts and flanked at the 
witness table by a half dozen 
subordinates, called this “arith­ 
metical 
manipulation 
which 
borders on economic frivolity.” 
He said the contracts actu­ 
ally totaled 939 million dollars, 
“ and our profit from t h o s e 
sales before federal income 
taxes approximated 29.8 mil­ 
lion dollars, a rate of less than 
3.2 per cent of sales.” Income 
taxes took more than half of 
that profit, he added. 
Douglas said he had no apol­ 
ogies to make for the com­ 
pany’s work or its profits as

School Supporter, Partisan 
Both Must Register To Vote 


In politics-conscious Marin County, it 
seems it should be unnecessary to warn 
residents that if they are to exert their 
franchise next June and accept their re­ 
sponsibilities in the polling booth, they 
must be registered. 
We mention this now because just 
one week from today is the last day on 
which you can register. If you are not 
registered by April 12, you will not be 
able to vote on June 5. 
This is particularly important for Re­ 
publicans in the primaries. The GOP 
ballot this June will have contests for 
practically every major office from gov­ 
ernor on down. Marin, one of the only 
major Republican counties in the state, 
is certain to be a battlefield for GOP 
votes. 
The Democrats don't have the com­ 
petitive situation this year in the primar­ 
ies because they have so many incum­ 
bents running. But they have other re­ 
sponsibilities, such as helping select a 
candidate for or possibly to elect, a new 
state superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion. 
Many Marin residents not interested 
in party politics should, and we’re sure 


are, interested in the schools. A major 
voice in school affairs is the state super­ 
intendent. There are. at last count, nine 
candidates w ith a wide variety of educa­ 
tional and other backgrounds, seeking 
the office. 
It is vitally important for people in ­ 
terested in schools to participate in the 
superintendent’s selection. They can not 
afford to allow others less interested or 
political minded select their state super­ 
intendent. 
And there will be bond issues. Per­ 
haps as much as a billion dollars worth 
of bonds will be on the June ballot. Do 
you want to pay for that many? Which 
ones do you or don't you want? 
You can't effectively answer t h e s e 
questions if you aren't registered. 
Did you move recently? Did you vote 
in the last two state elections? If you 
moved or didn't vote, your name may 
have been removed from the voting rolls 
and you must re-register. 
If you aren't sure, better check with 
the county clerk; he'll tell you. 
But do it NOW. By next Friday it will 
be too late. 


How Birds Know Where To Go 
Scientists have long suspected that 
the directional sense which tells a bird 
where to go during migrations was an 
inborn trait. But it remained for some 
European bird-banders to dramatically 
demonstrate it. 


These ingenious fellows replaced the 
eggs of some West German storks with 
stork eggs from East Germany. The 
hatchlings received numbered bands 
and were watched until autumn migra­ 
tion time. When their foster parents 
headed for Egypt by way of F" r a n c e, 
Spain and North Africa, all the fledge- 


lings raised from the East German eggs 
went another way. They separated fi*om 
the common flock and headed south­ 
east where they joined flocks of East 
German storks that fly to Egypt by way 
of Greece and Asia Minor. 
These birds had no memory of land­ 
scape or parental guidance, yet they set 
out on the eastern route to Egypt out of 
blind instinct. Something in the chromo­ 
somes and genes must give each bird a 
navigation sense which is in the egg 
from its conception. 
Tip your hat to the next duck you see. 
He's not so dumb.

A British news correspon­ 
dent once described what, to 
him. was the political charac­ 
teristic of many Americans: 
They don’t bother to deal con­ 
structively with issues. In­ 
stead, they immediately react 
by blaming someone. 
W hen it comes to commu­ 
nism, socialism or “subver- 
sivism,” sunshine patriots as­ 
sum e the rest of us incapable 
of knowing what our govern­ 
m ent contributes to the dig­ 
nity and integrity of man: of 
knowing what “other” forms 
of governments can contri­

the rights of the citizenry.

weaklings, 
afraid of being sabotaged by 
unknown 
forces. 
Their 
as­ 


sumption w as that if men are 
free and allowed the rights 
of their conscience and ac­ 
tions, our government w’ould 
never be in danger. 


Today, the Birchors. Cru­ 
saders and Louis Francis ilk, 
feel 
differently. 
They 
are 
fearful, timid, trembling peo­ 
ple, attem pting to blame some 
group or persons. To save us, 
they say. we must be told 
what books we should read, 
which are too dangerous for 
us, what 
books our c h i 1- 
dren should study in school, 
and 
how 
these should 
be 
titled. “Commissions’ are to 
tell 
us 
what 
organizations 
are subversives, so we w?on’t 
run the risk of associating 
with people with dangerous 
ideas. And association is just 
as dangerous as ideas. . . . 


As long as everyone is free 
to discuss and debate all is­ 
sues which confront our so­ 
ciety, only then is freedom 
preserved. If those who would 
vote away our freedom with 
the Francis am endm ent are 
so fearful that someone may 
somehow’, someway, subvert 
our form of government and 
the only defense they can 
contrive against it is to throw 
out 
freedoms 
m en 
h a v e 
fought and died for — why 
don’t they move to establish 
a dictatorship? That is the 
way to absolutely assure that 
none will be exposed to dan­ 
gerous ideas or associations. 


Otherwise, let them draw 


upon their courage and dare 
to live as Americans, proud 
of our heritage, confident in

of governm ent

A bill is now before the 
House of Representatives — 
H R. 570— designed to force 
reform if the Democrats will 
not cooperate voluntarily. It 
springs from the initiative of 
Rep. Fred Schwengel (R-Iowa) 
who has been in Congress 
long enough to know when 
something is wrong and not 
so long as to think nothing 
can be done. 
Schwengel makes a simple, 
reasonable, and workable pro­ 
posal. He proposes that when­ 
ever the minority party m em ­ 
bers of a regular congression­ 
al committee are dissatisfied 
with the size of the profes­ 
sional staff available to them, 
they may, by m ajority vote, 
require and m ust be given 40 
per cent of the professional 
and clerical positions on the 
committee staff. 


THIS IS A GOOD begin­ 
ning. 
One special merit of 
ILR. 570 is th a t it permits 
discriminating reform. Thus 
those few committees such as 
the House and Senate foreign 
relations committees, which 
have a truly bi-partisan or 
non-partisan staff and where 
the minority is well satisfied 
with the arrangem ent, would 
not be affected. 
It is encouraging to noie 
that when Schwengel took the 
floor of the House last week 
to advocate his bill, several 
Republicans 
who 
had 
not 
heretofore showed an active 
concern 
with 
this problem 
rose to be heard. They were 
not speaking just to p e rsu a c » 
the Democrats that something 
needs to be done—or else; 
they w’ere serving notice on 
their own leadership that if 
it doesn't take hold of this 
reform soon and put its en er­ 
gies behind it. there is going 
to be a party revolt. 


“ AN INTOLERABLE situa­ 
tion,” is the way Rep. Schwen­ 
gel describes th e dispropor­ 


tionate staff available to the 
Democrats compared w i t h 
that available to the Repub­ 
licans on most committees. He 
cites the imbalance on the 
professional s t a f f o f t h e

member. 


IT IS REVEALING t h a t 
when Rep. Schwengel began 
the debate on committee staff­ 
ing last week, not a single 
Democrat rose to question or 
challenge his arguments. 
I 
suspect that most of the Dem­ 
ocrats realize that in this m at­ 
te r they have been caught 
running between second and 
third base on a foul ball. 
The fact is that the imbal­ 
ance is extreme. It is unjust 
and Inequitable. It is harm ­ 
ful to the functioning of the 
two-party system. 
Unless the Democrats ex­
